New Work on Old Mines. - 
In 1852, A. W. Poole, the present 
United States Marshal of California, 
had a five-stamp mill on a claim at 
the mouth of Humbug canyon, on the 
south side of the American river, a 
few miles from Dutch Flat. The ore 
worked less than $25 a ton, which was 
not considered an object in those days, 


and the works were allowed to go to 
ruin and rot away. This year the 
mine has been reopened; a good trail 
has been built to Alta, 5 miles; and 
a bridge over the river at Euchre Bar. 
The suspension wires are cables from 
one of the st.eet railroads in San 
Francisco. A five-stamp mill was 
built last summer, and started up in 
July. There are from four to five feet 
of ore. Hon. J. H. Neff, of Dutch 
Flat, has a patent for a claim higher 
4 called the Pioneer. A good deal 
of rich ore was taken out of it in early 
days, but it was not properly taken 
care of, and caved in. The old mill 
has rutted down,and the drifts have 
filled up. Some work is being dove 
on it now, however, and the ledge was 
found the other day. It promises to 
be very rich. The Drift mioe at Dam- 
ascus, which has not been worked since 
1852, is also looking up. «The vein 
has been lost several times, and feund 
again. It is now giving out very rich 
gravel.
